JANUARY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.08 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  milk  order  in  January  1965,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $4.08 
per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%.  A butterfat  differential  of  6.9  cents 
for  each  one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the 
3.5%  standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundred- 
weight marketing  service  deduction  and  authorized  hauling  charges.  The  computation 
of  the  minimum  blend  price  is  shown  on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 


The  $4.08  price  for  January  1965,  is  4 cents  below  the  December  1964  price, 
but  4 cents  above  the  January  1964  price.

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  24,924,606  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market 
during  January  1965,  of  which  17,697,606  pounds  of  71%  was  utilized  in  Class  I by 
15  pool  handlers.  Production  was  up  10.2%  from  December  1964.  Class  I utilization 
of  producer  milk  was  up  3.9%  from  December  1964. 


FEBRUARY  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.45 


$1.20  was  added  to  the  January  basic  formula  price  of  $3.25  (Wisconsin- 
Minnesota  Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  February.  The 
price  of  $4.45  is  4 cents  under  the  January  Class  I price,  ans  was  neither  increased 
nor  decreased  by  a "supply- demand  adjustment". 


USDA*S  AGRICULTURAL  MARKETING  SERVICE  MERGES  DAIRY  OPERATIONS
